_‘@Where are quite decided evidences 
of improvement in business in the 
steadying nature of the markets. The

ly having o beneficial effect. We find 
that manufacturers, brokers, jobbers 
and retailers are all emphasizing it 
quite strongiy.”

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IN GARDEN OF EDEN 


The Original Homestead Is Not Now 
& Veritable Paradise 


A journalist with the Mesopotamian 
expedition writes: It is the oldest 
country in the world, but you will 
find little or nothing that is old in it 
within 350 miles of the sea. Five of 
us, & padro, a.doctor, a regimental 
oflicer, a& supply and transport man, 
and myself, ought to know, for we 
were moored to the Tree of Know- 
ledge of Good and Evil for the greater 
part of a week. Kurna, the reputed 
Paradise, Iles at the junction of the 
Tigris and the old channel of the 
Euphrates. The palm tree and the fig 
leaf were the only paradisaical things 
we found in Eden. Even the serpent 
was invisible, though his works re- 
main and the knowledge of evil 
thrives preposterously. Man is still 
chastised in this spot, and we had 
reason to be thankful that the longest 
day was followed by the shortest 
night.

THE WOOLLEN INDUSTRY 


How the Textile Journal Deals With 
the Situation 


“Under the present conditions, it is 
practically impossible for the woollen 
and worsted industry to have the de- 
velopment that is its due,” said the 
Canadian Textile Journal a few 
months ago. “It is a valuable ad- 
junct to a cotntry such as Canada, 
which {is recognized to be so adapt- 
ed to mixed farming, by provid- 
tng a home market for a valuable 
product of the farm and investigators 
claim that the quality of our domestic 
wool {s second to none. The sheep 
raising industry in Canada has gone 
down with the woollen industry and 
it ts safe to say that there will bo 
no great’ revival until a home market 
is provided. The industry is one that 
pays good wages and gives employ- 
ment to a sturdy and _ industrious 
class of people. It can te carried 
on to advantage in small towns which 
require some sort of industrial life 
te add to their stability and many of 
the mills that are at present in oper- 
ation provide the only source of em- 
ployment in dozens of small commun- 
ities throughout the country. In 
other countries it has been looked on 
as a necessity, clothing: being one of 
the prime necessities of life, and in- 
variably has had to be protected. In 
Germany, France and the United 
States it has been developed and in 
none of these countries do the people 
have to pay more for their clothing 
than in Canada, when all conditions 
are taken into consideration. 
erroneous to think that low tariff 
means cheap clothing for the actual 
working out of the principle has not 
verified the claim. 

“The woollen and worsted industry 
ts not in need of an enormously high 
tarlff. Thene are some of the schedules 
that are now satisfactory and this 
very fact substantiates our claim that 
a readjustment !s necessary. We are 
convinced that if those who are now 
working against this readjustment 
would look into the matter without 
prejudice, little opposition would be 
forthcoming and an industry that has 
deteriorated while every other indus- 
try in the couniry was being rapidly 
developed would be given sufficient 
protection so as to take its proper 
place in the industrial life of the 
countiy.” pee

The Strong Growing Demand for Bulle. 
Ing Materials Is the Chief’ 
. Reason 


Agriculture is now taken for granted 
on the prairies, but what about manu. 
facturing? The example of Winn. 
peg’s rise in a little more than a de 
cade to the position of fourth indus 
tria) city in the Dominion, has. had 
the effect of limbering the imagin. 
ation of conservative Canadrc. and now 
very often the remark is made that 
Manitoba is more like an eastern prov- 
ince than a member of the middic 
Western family. But when one talks 
about manufacturing in Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, the imagination of some 
very intelligent people refuses tc 
work; they shut their eyes and say 
as pompous, little Governor Simpsoi 
said years ago, when speaking of th: 
possible agricultural development oj 
that part of the Northwest Territorie: 
now called Saskatchewan, “it is im 
possible; it can’t be done.” 

But it {s being done. Manufacturins 
is progressing rapidly in both Sas 
katchewan and Alberta. The kinds of 
manufacturing plants that are being 
established in these two prairie prov: 
inces may be classed largely under 
four heads, namely, flour mills, brick 
and clay products, lumbering with its 
tributary industry, planing; and stee} 
and iron work., Generally speaking 
with the exception of milling, these 
different forms of manufacturing havc 
been introduced into the Middle Wes 
as the result of the strong, growin 
local demand for building waterilals.

* Winters Too Severe For Great ‘Suc 
cess With Sweet Varieties: But 
Sour Cherries Thrive With Care- 


Not as many cherries are grown in 
the province cf Quebec as former'y. 
Why js this? asked Key. Father Leo-; 
pold of La: Trappe in a. paper. read 
at a meeting -of the Quebec- Pomo- 
logical Society... Have ‘the varieties. 
proved less hardy for our severe 
climate? _I do not think so. It is my 
opinion ‘rather that we have simply 
-neglected to -replace , the. old. cherry 
orchards as. their. days of existence 
‘expired. The cherry tree is a short: 
‘lived tree compared to the apple and 
pear tree. Yet the good cropa we 
can get every second year shou'd- be 
sg safe reason to move,us to. plant more 
cherry orchards as in the days gone 
by. We still find cherry trees flourish: 
ing away below Quebec ss our most 
severe winters. 

Cherries are ¢ divided into "two 
groups: Thesweet and the sour cherry. 
Sweet cherries are very popular on 
the markets in Montreal; but- un- 
fortunately, wo can not grow them in 
Quebec. They are somowhat exact- 
ing in soll and climatic . conditions; 
An fact, the sweet cherry will not 
stand extreme cold weather, and 
when subjected to it,-the tree often 
cracks open and is easily winter- 
killed. However, in our orchards at 
La Trappe we succeed in getting a 
somewhat good stand and fair crops 
from at least one variety, and that 
{s “IJmperatrice Eugenie.” ‘There is 
no mistaking this variety for a sour 
cherry, as its tall, erect growth identt- 
fles it easily with the sweet cherries. 
Another reason why we cannot grow 
the sweet cherry in the. province “of 
Quebec is because the sweet cherry 
trees are early bloomers, :and . there- 
fore.are very subject to carly spring 

frosts. They are thus easily damaged. 
: Exacting Soll Conditions 

The sweet cherry prefers a light 
warm loam. It docs hot like wet fect, 
nor docs it thrive as the pear in a 
atiff clay loam. On the other hand, 
We must avoid too gravelly or sandy 
soils, as such soils have a tendency 
to bring on an early bloom in the 
spring. The sap is also brought into 
activity too’ soon, which, with our 
cold, is sure to have dis*straus con. 
sequences upon the trees. : 

If we can not grow the sweet 
cherry, we can produce a gocd num 
ber of varietics of the sour type with 
easo. I do not think that even the 
sour cherry is grown extensively in 

_Quebeo on ga commerefal basis. But 
; in nearly every orchard we can find 
@ few solitary trees that produce well 
if they are given a little care to pre- 
vent them from getting “gummosis” 
or the black rot. 

With the establishment of canner- 
fes, the growing of a considerable 
Grea of sour cherries would be a very 
profitable industry. There will always 
be a steady demand for canned cher- 
Fles. Besides this we can always de- 
pend on being ablo to sell our cherries 
for remunerative prices on our local 
markets for come consumption. 

From the small number of cherry 
trees grown in Quebec it is hard to 
say what areas would be more cs- 
Pecially adapted to the fruit. How: 
ever, we are sure of this, that the 
sour - cherry will outlive the sweet 
cherry here, as it is much hardier. 
It stands much more cold and frost 
in winter and in the spring. Rainy 
weather does not seem to damago 
_ the blossoms to such a point as with 
the sweet cherry. 

Clean Tillage Required 

The cherry tree will thrive on the 
Afghter, well-drained loams. This 
fruit likes an elevated, naturally light, 

dry, loamy, retentive soll. The sour 
. cherry tree will stand a heavier soil.

two types of aircraft such as. gained 
for the late: Filght Sub-Lieutenant 
Warneford the coveted .bit of bronze. 
Neither could she, nor any of her ad- 
visers probably, have imagined. the 
episode in the Dardanelles, when Licu- 
tenant Holbrook dived his submarine 
under five rows of Turkish mines .in 
order to torpedo tho: battleship Mes- 
sudiyeh, .thereby winning the first 
naval V.C. of the war. , 

Even in the days gone by, however, 
many Crosses have been won in quite 
curious and exceptional: circumstances. 
Admiral “Tug” Wilson,- for example, 
got his for bowling over. half-a-dozen 
‘Arabs with his fists at El Teb, after 
his sword had been broken off short 
at the hilt, a feat which also earned 
for him his popular~ nicknamo, the 
original “Tug” Wilson having been an 
English boxer who, about that time, 
gained a certain brief notoriety by 
standing up to John L. Sullivan, the 
heavyweight champion of the world. 

Nor was Wilson the only British 
officer who earned. the V.C. through 
skill in fisticuffs. At Jeerum, In In- 
dia, during the Mutiny, the late Gen- 
eral James Blair ‘knocked down sev-, 
eral armed mutineers in almost. pre- 
cisely similar circumstances, his 
sword having been‘ broken off early 
in the scrimmage; while at Inkermann 
Captain Hugh Rowlands saved his 
commanding officer, Colonel Hay, by 
bowling over with a gtraight. left- 
hander a gigantic Russian who was 
running up to bayonet him as ho lay 
wounded on the ground. Both these 
officers -received the V.C, in due 
course, * 


THOROUGH CADORNO 


Storles of Italy’s Veteran Commandar 
and Greatest Tactliclan 


The son of a famous soldier, Gen- 
eral Raphsel Cadorno, who in the 
great struggles of 1848-9 earned the 
reputation of being one of Italy's 
military leaders, General Luigi Cador. 
no, Commander of the First Italian 
Army, has proved himself a military 
genius in every sense of the term. 
He is a recognized authority on the 
wars of the past four decades, and 
a fine strategist and tactician, his war 
treatises and manuals being the guide 
books of every Italian officer. 

The Austrians are well aware that 
they have fighting against them a man 
who knows every inch of tho north 
and northeast frontiers of Italy, and 
one whose lightning strategy is pro- 
verbial in military circles throughout 
Europe. General.Cadorno’s thorough- 
ness {fs illustrated by the fact that for 
six years he tramped the passes of 
the Carinthian and Tyrolese Alps, 
notebook in hand, making a vantage 
point here and a death trap thero. 
And it was the knowledge thus gained 
which enabled him at ultimate man- 
ceuvres to out-gencral everybody and 
led to his rapid promotion. It is re 
lated that In the manauvres of 1911 
he set himself to play the part of a 
defeated general. Orders miscarried, 
reinforcements came late, general con- 
fusion set in, and Cadorno's -troops 
were surrounded. Then he set him- 
self to extricate them, and carried out 
a retreat which was the marvel of the 
Italian tacticians. Since he was a boy 
of ten—he was born in 1850—General 
Cadorno has been learnig soldicring, 
and he 1s rather .fond of saying that 
he has scarcely passed the elementary 
stages. A silent martinet, he never 
forgives incompetence in his officers, 
At the same time he is the friend of 
every man, for he loves them all, and 
{s ever considerate of their welfare. 
In 1881 General Cadorno married, and 
has a son and three daughters, two 
of whom are nuns.
